‘In the beginning God created 
heaven and the ea rth” is the 
m a jestic first verse of the Book 
of books. Many centuries a fter

was written,

nounced that there exist but 
five known categories. The five 
a re time, force, action, space 
and m atter. These very things 
were announced in Genesis 1, 
and in identical order thousands 
of years before Spencer’s day: 
"In 
the 
beginning,” 
(tim e), 
"G od” (force», “ created” (a c­ 
tion), 
“ the 
heavens 
(spa ce), 
“ and the ea rth” (m a tter). 


It is held to be scientifically 
accurate that light existed be­ 
fore the sun. During the period 
of “ scientific awakening” fol­ 
lowing the Dark Ages, the Bible 
was scoffed a t on the assump­ 
tion that it states the occur­ 
ence of the sun and moon be­ 
fore the creation of light. Ju st 
the opposite is actually true. 
The third verse of Genesis 1 
announces the creation of light.

com paratively recent in begin- 
ing. Again. Genesis 1 records 
the making of man in God’s 
image, (vs. 26-27) Some assume 
that Genesis gives the date for 
m an’s beginning and that it is 
much more recent than facts 
of science prove. The truth is 
that Adam’s date is not given 
by 
any 
inspired 
writer. 
The 
Bible states the total time of 
some periods of history, (E x. 
12:40) but not the total between 
Adam and the flood, nor from 
the flood to Abraham. D iffer­ 
ent groups of scientists today 
vary widely in their estim ates 
of the age of mankind. 


Science insists that in proper 
order of events first cam e the 
earth, vegetation second, then 
animals and man last. This is 
in agreem ent with the orde r 
set forth in Genesis 1. The first 
chapter and all that follow in 
the Bible a re in agreem ent with 
true science. Certainly the Bible 
is not in harmony with every 
unproved theory advanced by 
men.

SPR IN G FIELD (.I*) —- What w ould1 should bp rejected because it, in 
happen to government in Illinois if effect, would give the General As- 
four top officials—the governor and 
the three in line to succeed him— 
could not perform their duties? 
State government would come to 
a standstill. 


Illinois voters will decide Nov. 3 
whether the legislature should h a\e 
em ergency powers—for use only 
in event of nuclear war—to pro­ 
vide for continuity of government. 


Without a chief executive, there 
would be no one authorized to sign 
legislative bills into law, release ap­ 
propriations, 
appoint and give di­ 
rection to cabinet m em bers, or call 
the General Assembly into session. 


The line of succession to the gov­ 
ernorship does not go beyond the 
lieutenant governor, president of the 
Senate and speaker of the House. 


Even if one of the four survived, 
a 
m ajority of 
Senate 
and House 
m em bers would have to be on hand 
in Springfield before the legislature 
could organize and conduct business. 
Without 30 senators and 8 9 repre­ 
sentatives, the legislative proces­ 
se s would be stymied. 
It was with such an em ergency 
in 
mind 
that 
the 
198 3 General 
Assem bly unanimously passed 
a 
blue ballot constitutional am end­ 
ment giving itself sweeping powers 
to be used in the event of nuclear 
attack. 
Two-thirds of the voters easting 
ballots on the proposal will have to 
vote “ yes” if it is to become a part 
of the state constitution. It can also 
be adopted by a m ajority of the 
total votes cast in the election. 
Opponents, led by the City Club 
of Chicago, contend the amendment 


sembly the power to suspend the 
constitution. 


The City Club went so far as to 
file suit in the Illinois Supreme Court, 
asking that the secretary of state 
be enjoined from certifying the re­ 
sults 
of 
the 
referendum 
on 
the 
amendment. 


The high court refused to ac­ 
cept the suit. 


Supporters of the amendment, 
including most legislators, contend 
it is wise to make preparations for 
Illinois to be able to continue or­ 
derly operation of state and local 
governments should a nuclear at­ 
tack occur. 
The proposal would amend article 
IV, section 35 of the Illinois Consti- 


tution to enable the General A ssem ­ 


bly to: 


(1) “ Provide for prompt and tem ­ 
porary succession to the powers and 
duties of public office of whatever 
nature, whether by election or ap­ 
pointment in the event incumbents 
in such office become unavailable 
for carrying on said powers and 
duties,” and: 


(2) “ Adopt such other m easures 
as m ay be necessary and proper for 
insuring the continuity of govern­ 
ment operations. In the exercise of ! sionarv 
the power hereby conferred the Gen­ 
eral Assembly shall in all respects 
conform to the requirements of this 
constitution except in the event that

at its fo cal point. Richard H. Olson, 
v ice president and general manager 
of the Denv er co mpany , said this 
heat, if transfo rmed into electrical 
po wer, could pro v ide the daily elec­ 
trical 
needs fo r 30 av erage resi­ 
dences. 


The firm is a div isio n of the Sund­ 
strand Corp. 
o f Ro ckfo rd, 
111. 
It 
designed and co nstructed the track­ 
ing unit as part o f the Air Fo rce’s 
dy namic 
energy 
co nv ersio n 
pro ­ 
gram. 


Olso n described the tracking facil­ 
ity as a majo r step in a lo ng-range 
pro gram to dev elo p a sy stem for 


pro v iding co ntinuo us electrical po wer 
for future space missio ns, manned 
and unmanned. 


In o peratio n, the tracking unit will 
auto matically lo ck o nto die sun and 
follow its path acro ss the sky . Solar 
sensing dev ices keep the 22-ton i ig 
in perfect alignment with the sun, 


Olson said. 


The silv ery , 45-foot co ncentrato r 


fo cuses the ray s of the sun into a 


spo t appro x imately eight inches in 


diameter. This searing heat could be 


used to boil water or o ther fluid to 


pro duce a high temperature v apo r 
or steam to driv e a po wer-pro ducing 


| turbine.
